These disorders have 
reached the highest pitch In the prov¬ 
ince of Veronexh, where the troops and 
Cossacks. although In considerable 
force, are practically helpless and on 
the defensive. 

Many peasants hsve been killed or 
wounded In desperate attacks on the 
military patrols and the rural guard*. 
According to a telegram received from 
Tain be v, peasants on the estate of 
Princess Barit Ins key attacked the com¬ 
missary and a band of rural guard*. 
The commissary and four policemen 
were seriously wounded. In another 
section of the province of Tambov a 
body of peasant*, armed with pitch- 
fork* and spade* resisted a squadron 
of dragon*. Because of this resistance 
the troops flred. killing three poawinta 
«nd wounding many others. At Ke- 
dahey. southeast of Tlflls, a hand to 
hand flght has occurred between Cos¬ 
sacks and an armed band of peasants, 
with the result that several men wrre 
killed on both sides. 

There has been a fatal encounter at 
Krassnopolsk.

peasants. The poor men were Incensed 
because the rich men had sent a tele¬ 
gram to the lower House profiling 
against the proposed distribution of 
land.

Two important report* In the Geo¬ 
logical Survey on the lluor spar depos¬ 
its of fho Kcntucky-llllnols district 
were held up for morlths because the 
Illustration* were not delivered. It Is 
Impossible to tell when the papers may 
be available for distribution, although 
one of them left the author's hands In 
June and the other In July of last 
year. In the meantime valuable 
knowledge Is withheld from miner* 
and investors that might have been at 
tholr command for months, had the 
private parties engaged to supply the 
lithographic plate* used as lllu* 
tratiems performed their work a* 
promptly a* the Government employe* 

did. 

When the matter of expense is con¬ 
sidered. the experience of a certain 
scientist In the United States Geolog¬ 
ical Survey, who understands lith¬ 
ography as well as geology la In¬ 
structive. While connected with the 
Geological Survey of & certain North¬ 
ern State he told the State Geologist 
that he would engage to do a certain 
piece of lithographic work at half the 
•urn named by the lowest outside bid¬ 
der, whatever It was. The lowest »u«n 
was $1,200. He took the Job at $600, 
and declare* that R netted him a 
profit of $800. Later, while in the em¬ 
ploy of another State survey he did 
the lithographic work of the year at 
the regular contract price of $10,000. 
He not only provided about twice as 
many plates a* outside parties hod 
furnished for the same sum during 
previous years, but he had $4,000 left 
over to pay him for hie trouble. It 
would seem that ft should cost the 
Federal Government no more to do 
Its own lithographing than it does now 
to form It out. and the results should 

be more satisfactory.

It waa 
evident that bo<h sides were prepared 
for battle, and if a difficulty does occur 
here.

Madison charges 
that the owner of a large rock crusher 
fifteen mile* from here visits the large 
cities and makes Alluring promises to 
both negroes and poor white men. and 
when they arrive to work for him he 
breaks hi* promise* and forces tliem 
to continue at work without pay. 

vModison declare* the white residents 
of the neighborhood will corroborate 
his statements. He hns been employed 
as a cook In a leading Beattyville hotel 
a few days and makes a good employe. 
Madison tell* the following story of his 
own experience: 

• • • 

Negro Telle Story f 


T came from Cleveland three months 
ago and met the contractor at Ntch- 
olosville. He asked me If I wanted a 
good job at $1.50 a day and I agreed to 
go to work for him. He sold that he 
would pay me at the end of the month 
and then pay my fitre home If 1 wanted 
to return. The end of tho first month 
he was not around the rock crusher, 
and his son told me to return to work 
and wait for him. I then worked an¬ 
other month and found out that all the 
rneu were trying to quit work. They 
were not receiving any pay. but they 
were not allowed to leave. Some of 
them ran off. but If they were caught 
they were beaten like slaves and 
brought back. 

• • • 

Beaten With a Club. 


’One big yellow negro from Rich¬ 
mond tried to get away one night. 
They caught him and brought him 
back and then beat him with a club. 
Bill 9mlth, from Lexington, and a 
man named Charlie, from Cincinnati, 
tried to get away and were whipped for 
It. There were several white men who 
also wanted to get away, but could 
not. After the second month went by 
and I got no pay. 1 decided to run 
away, but they caught me on the train 
and had it stopped at the rock crusher. 
One man pulled a gun on me and an¬ 
other began to beat me with a big 
club. The conductor would not allow 
them to take me off the train. 

"They then said they would let me 
go If I would take a train on Into the 
mountain*, but I wanted to get out of 
the mountain*.” 

Mr. Lyon says he has Investigated 
the story briefly and finds a a far ns he 
ha* gone that It Is correct. He will 
make a further Investigation and If all 
the facts are true will bring criminal 
proceedings against the offenders.

FATAL FIGHT IS CAUSED BY TRADERS PROBABLY WILL 
WIFE OF ONE. SHOW MORE ACTIVITY. 


LOCKED UP ALL ONE NIGHT. 


Lexington, K>\, July 8.—-CSpeclul.J 
The Jury In the cms of Aaron McCabe, 
the negro charged with the murder of 
Martin Clark, this afternoon brought In 
a verdict of guilty and fixed the penalty 
at death. The testimony and arguments 
were finished and the Jury given the 
case at 11:11 o'clock lost night, but at 
midnight the Jury reported that they 
had been unable to agree The Judge 
thou Instructed the Sheriff to take the 
Jury' to u hotel for the night and direct¬ 
ed that the consideration of the case 
ahouid be taken up this morning. When 
the jury retired last night it was un¬ 
derstood that the vote had been nine 
for the death penalty and three for Ufe 
Imprisonment- The Jury was brought 
back to the courthouse this morning, 
but when they were taken to their noon 
meal they had still not reached on 
agreement. Several hours afterward, 
however, they announced they had 
found a verdtet. which was for ths 
death penalty. 

Martin Clark, the victim, was a bar¬ 
keeper in the saloon of P. W. Green at 
Mill and Water streets Several week* 
ago, on Sunday, about noon Clark was 
engaged behind the bar waiting on a 
number of white customors. As lie was 
In the act of placing a glass of beer 
upon the counter McCabe suddenly 
came around the partition which 
screened the bar from the door and 
without a word fired at Clark, the bul¬ 
let shattering his right wrist Clark 
dropped the glass which he held In his 
right hand, and with a cry “1 am idiot,*’ 
seised a pistol from a drawer near by 
and fired wildly at the negro. The lat¬ 
ter. however, who wai only a few' feet 
away, shot once or twice more, one of 
the bullets penetrating Clark's heart. 
McCabe was seised by bystanders and 
wis arrested after a desperate strug¬ 
gle, In which he tried to shoot his oap- 
tors. Clark earlier In the day had 
ejected the negro from the saloon for 
disorderly conduct, and this is sup¬ 
posed to have been the motive for the 
attack. Clark was well known in Lex¬ 
ington, where he had lived ail his life. 
The negro had lived In Lexington for 
several years, but had recently lived 
in Mt Sterling and Midway. He was 
arrested several years ago for highway 
robbery at Georgetown. 

• • • 

Working to Get Fair. 


The Lexington State Fair Committee 
Is actively at work strengthening the 
position which It will take before the 
board when it meets at Frankfort on 
July 14. During the past few days the 
committee has inspected a number of 
suitable sites for the faJr in the Imme¬ 
diate vicinity of the city. About 100 
acres Is desired, and It must be of easy 
access by street car and convenient to 
a railroad. It Is proposed to offer this 
land as w*ell as a large guaranty In 
money to Induce the commissioners to 
locate the permanent fnJr at Lexington. 
Among the sites which have been In¬ 
spect ed by the committee are "Ingle- 
side,** the Gibson farm on the Harrods- 
burg pike, adjoining the fair grounds; 
the Tracy farm, known as "Ashland 
Park." opposite Henry Clay’s old home; 
"Ashland." on the Richmond pike; the 
Withers property, at the head of North 
Broadway In the edge of the city: the 
Bradley farm on the Georgetown pike 
and the Price farm on the Leestown 
pike. The Withers place w'as considered 
by the committee as a desirable loca¬ 
tion. but the price of $1,000 an acre 
aaked for It Is practically prohibitive. 
An advantage offered by "Ashland 
Park" is that there Is a trotting track 
on the property, which could be con¬ 
verted Into a race course and Is on the 
fashionable boulevard of the city. The 
Gibson farm adjoins the trotting track 
where the fair was held last year and 
embraces a beautiful woodland. The 
Bradley and Price lands are considered 
a little too far from the city. The com¬ 
mittee also has Its eye on the Kentucky 
Racing Association grounds, tvhlch, 
since the death of Capt. S. 8. Brown, 
are reported to be for sale by Capt. 
Harry Browm, administrator of the es¬ 
tate. The committee Is expected to take 
gome positive action with regard to 
one of thine sites by the time the State 
Board meets at Frankfort.

Takes Back Alleged Murderer. 


Sheriff J. R. Boas, of Stewurt. Va.. 
arrived In Lexington yesterday, and 
this morning started back to Virginia 
with Everett Scales, who Is wanted 
there on a charge of murder. Scales 
was arrested here several weeks ago. 
and held for the Virginia authorities. 
Sheriff Boaz stated that Scales struck 
a man named Crawford Smith on the 
head with a gun during a fight and 
8mlth died a few days later. Socles woe 
arrested here on a charge of loitering 
and a letter from his sister, which was 
found In his pocket, gave the first clew* 
to his being wanted for murder in Vir¬ 
ginia.

Edmonton, Ky., July 8-—[Special.1— 
George W. Oriffon to-day shot and al¬ 
most Instantly killed his brother, Jack 
Griffon, In the home of the former.

To-day Jack went to 
his brother’s home armed, it Is claimed, 
with a large knife. It Is also claimed 
by George that Jack attacked him and 
drove him across one of the rooms in 
the house. George finally grabbed his 
shotgun and fired. 

The churgo of shot struck Jack In 
the left slue, tearing a large hole, and 
It Is believed that many of the shot 
penetrated the man’s heart. Determined 
and filled with deadly hate. It Is sild 
he continued to attempt lo kill George, 
even after the shot had been fired. 
George fired only once. Mrs. Griffon 
has five children. She Is at the home 
of George Griffon.

FOREIGN DEMAND MAY HELP j 
THE FARMER. 


Lexington, Ky.. July 8— [Special.]— 

The month of June was marked by 
greater activity in the Kentucky-Ten- 
neaace oil fields than any other mouth 
this year. Some remarkably fine strikes 
were made In lower Kentucky, and ac¬ 
tivity was more general during the 
month than heretofore, notwithstand¬ 
ing several handicaps. The oil market 
on the whole was satisfactory. While 
an advance In crude oil prices Is very I 
much desired by the producer there is 
still a good profit for the legitimate op¬ 
erator at prevailing prices, and in the 
Proven fields there has been little dimi¬ 
nution In drilling this summer because 
of the oil market. However, the prices 
commanded by crude oil have not had 
the effect of causing any considera¬ 
ble expansion of work, and the groater 
results during the spring and summer 
have been obtained close to proven d^ 
visions The Finking division of Wayne 
comity la a notable exception, thj moat 
prolific field In the State having be*>n 
established there during the past few 
months. 

Production of oil In lower Kentucky 
was given a boost the earlier half of 
June by the appearance of a brace of 
JOo barrel gushers In Wayne county. , wt# 
and the last week of the month another! Kentucky” 


While there was not an exceptionally 
strong movement in either crude or re¬ 
fined oils during the past week, the 
number of requirements fur domestic 
consumption and orders on export ac¬ 
count were about even, and all grades 
moved steadily at current quotations. 
That price.* for crude and refined pe¬ 
troleum are not likely to advance Is 
evidenced by the steady output at the 
well*. In the Eastern producing dis¬ 
tricts but poor results have been ex¬ 
perienced. but the light supply In that 
section Is offset by new completions in 
the Illinois and more western field*, 
which are producing double the amount 
of oil of ordinary wells. 

Crude and refined oils for export con¬ 
tinue tn good demand, and there Is a 
decided Increase In the number of re¬ 
quests from the other side The condi¬ 
tions governing the Russian petroleum 
fields is one reason for continued ac¬ 
tivity The European markets are rath¬ 
er unsettled on account of report* re¬ 
ceived from the Russian producing dis¬ 
tricts. which Indicate that largr* ship¬ 
ments from the fields there will con¬ 
tinue to be retarded for Home time to 
come.

In Shelby 
county, n Louisville concern Is drilling 
a new well. In Pow«l| county location?

drilling. Bracken. Kenton and Mont¬ 
gomery counties are receiving a lltLe 
attention from prospectors, but none 
of these count lo* has turned out any¬ 
thing promising lately. 

The production of oil b:st month ran 
sllrrhtly over the hundred thousand 
barrel mark.

BLIND EARN LIVING. 


PERCENTAGE OF LABORERS EX¬ 
CEEDS THOSE WHO SEE. 


Statistics Compiled by Census Bureau 
On Those Afflicted. 


Washington, July 8.—About one per¬ 
son In L100 was blind and about one 
I verson In StiO was deef in the United 
States in 1WH) according to a special 
census report on the blind and deaf In 
the L T nlted States in that year Just is¬ 
sued by the c©n*up office. , 

The Inquiry was conducted under the 
direction of Dr. Alexander Graham 
Bell, who determined the scope of the 
Investigation and wrote the text qn the 
report of the deaf. 

Th© total number of ’ blind In the 
United mates in 1900 was 64.763. of 
whom 36.645 were totally blind and 13.- 
118 partially blind. These figures, how¬ 
ever, tho report rays, con be only con¬ 
sidered a* the minimum, a* an unknown 
proportion of th© blind were no|t located 
by the enumerators. Of the total blind 
37,064 were male* and 27.709 female*. 
Blindness* l* chiefly a defect of adult 
life, almost 63 p?r cent, of the blind 
becoming so after twenty year* of age. 
About one-tenth of the total number 
of blind were born so. Th© number of 
blind per 1.000 of poulatlon was greater 
among the negroes than among the 
whites, ond greater among th© foreign- 
born white? than among th© native 
whltea In about 5 per cent, of the coses 
of bllndnes* reported the* parents of 
the bHnd were cousins. Of the blind 
w*hose parents were so related 25 per 
cent, were congenitally blind, while 
among the blind w'1h*s© parents were 
not cousins the proportion congenitally 
blind wa* only 6.8 per cent. Of the 
blind at lecat ten years of age 20 per 
cent, were engaged in some gainful oc¬ 
cupation. The percentage of persons 
engaged in professional pursuits, trade 
and transportation and In manufactur¬ 
ing and mechanical Industries Is larger 
among th© totally blind than among the 
general poulatlon. 

Deafness un the whole, the report 
says, is more common In the northern 
section of the United States than In 
th© southern, and there are more deaf 
males than females. The total number 
of deaf in the United States 1* given as 
89.287, «»f whom 37.426 were totally deaf 
and 51.S61 partially deaf. From the lat¬ 
ter clna*. however, are eliminated those 
merely ’’hard of hearing.” The census 
report ot 1890 gave the number of per¬ 
sons as deaf as 121.ITS and the opinion 
Is expressed Mint the returns for 1890 
are undoubtedly excessive, while those 
for 1900 are deficient. Of the totally 
deaf 52.5 per cent, were males. Negroes 
constitute 11.6 per cent, of the genera! 
population and only 6.3 per cent, of the 
deaf. Ttia* th© negroes *eem less sus¬ 
ceptible to deafness than the w’httes, 
th© report ray*. I* probably due In part 
to less complete returns from ihc negro 
deaf. Of the totally deaf 91 per cent, 
were #o from childhood (under twenty 
years of ago) and 36 per cent, from 
birth. Of the 69,287 persons returned 
as deaf 65.501 were able to speak well, 
9.417 imperfectly nnd the remainder not 
at all Tli© report presents figures to 
show that the schools for th© deaf are 
doing excellent work In teaching artlcu. 
late speech. When the subject of deaf¬ 
ness l* considered from the point of 
view of consanguinity It would seem 
that heredity has played a part In pro¬ 
ducing congenital deafness and the 
deafness occurring In adult life; where¬ 
as deafness* occurring in early child¬ 
hood. after birth and under the ago of 
five Is probably to a large extent ad¬ 
vent itioua. 

Of those at least ten years of age 
among the deaf 38.5 per cent, were 
gainfully employed, aa compared with 
50.2 per cent, among the general popu¬ 
lation. Of the deaf who were gainfully 
employed 89.7 per cent, were found In 
occupations in which perfect or even 
partial hearing Is not essential. 
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DELUGE OF CROP REPORTS. 


Chicago. July 8.—Things are hap¬ 
pening in the wheat markets tacviOM 
there is a lot of wheat. Stated »n 
its simplest form, thai Is the situation 
that la bringing the price down grad¬ 
ually toward the point where busings 
can be done with other nations. With¬ 
in a fortnight, roughly speaking, the 
price has dropped n-?arly five cents 
a bushel nnd the near month* rav now 
below ihc 80 cent mark. Corn and oats 
have suffered, but not nearly to the 
same extent, the effect of the n: w crop 
of corn being more remote and that of 
the new oats crop being smaller be¬ 
cause th© crop does no', rltuw up so well 
In comparison with wheat. 

A deluge of crop reporta may be ©r* 
pected the next week, a whale troupe 
of Independent Investigators having in¬ 
vaded the spring wheat fields to dis¬ 
cover what the situation thore rsally 
is. Meantime, there are amateur es¬ 
timates that the total yield this year 
will be close to 730.000,900 bushels, 
which would put the record up to a 
now notch. 

Most of the information, official and 
unofficial, during the week was of a 
bearish character, and with the pr-le¬ 
isure of new wheat on the murket cen¬ 
ters it is a wonder that there was not 
more of n slump In values every¬ 
where. Advices from abroad were of 
the same general ivature, lots of wheat 
tn sight. There was one attempt at a 
1 scare In the Northwest, when it was re¬ 
ported that there was black rust In 
that region and danger of a spread of 
the damaging blight. Watchful eyes 
will be kept on the progress or retro¬ 
gression of the spring wheat and a real 
widespread Invasion of black rust 
would mean a gi©a.t deal In the market, 
which Is In an atMiude to respond read¬ 
ily to adverse enlightenment on con¬ 
ditions in the Northwest. 

Compared with years prior to 1905 
the movement of new wheat Is not 
large, but with the reserves of the 
former crop to deni with, the move¬ 
ment has a marked effect. Indeed, it 
was the main Influence of the week, 
all others being subsidiary. Farmers 
over the west, being pretty well forti¬ 
fied financially, are not likely to make 
big sacrifices and It may n#t take much 
fui iher degression of prices to bring a 
sudden halt to sales of new wheat As 
it Is. the price has permitted a con¬ 
siderable bus:ness for export. Kansas 
City reporting export sales of fifteen 
boatloads and Duluth of sixteen loads 
of Mini robs whvat. 

Th£ Missouri crop report indicates 
a yield in that State of 31.000.000 
bushels, or a million bushel* in ex¬ 
cess of the production last year. The 
Ohio report makes the condition at 
harvest time 95 points in comparison 
with 91 points a year ago. The yield 
lu Illinois albo U believed to t>? In ex¬ 
cess of estimates. Argentine shipments 
showed an increase at 1.682,000 bushels. 

The London Statist says it is not 
unlikely that total Imports for this 
Season will aggregate 600,000.000 bush¬ 
els and that next itvasou’s requirements 
will be nearly os large. Those who 
hold this view* arc taking a keen In¬ 
terest In crop developments In Russia 
anj this country. Liverpool shows some 
independence of the bearish iv-ws In 
the States, this attitude being explained 
partially by the fact that Russia has 
taken cognizance of famine In parts of 
the t ’xar’s domain with a prohuble con¬ 
sequence of decreased supplies for the 
outside nations. 

Latest advices from Hungary do not 
have the color of that from Russia. 
The crop report* make out a probable 
total yield of 180,009.000 bushels, us com¬ 
pared with 154,000.000 bushel* a year 
ago. The average crop of that country 
for a number of years hns been 160,- 
000.000 bushel*.

Movement of Wheat. 


A statistician furntshe* the interest¬ 
ing Information that during July of 
Inst year Kansas Oty received 6.680.000 
bushels of wheat and St. Louis .4,- 
210.000 bushels. The movement was 
rather light the first week, at 265,000 
bushels for Kanrae City and 551.000 
bushels for St Louis, but during the 
last week of th© month th© movement 
ran up to 2,623.000 and 1,380.000 bushels, 
respectively. It Is not expected the 
movement will be so large this year, 
because the price Is not so attractive. 

There was a decrease of stocks at 
Duluth and Minneapolis, but the fiour 
business is not of a volume to attract 
great attention. There has been some 
ideal weather of tat© In both the winter 
and spring wheat country—In the form¬ 
er for threshing nnd getting grain 
ready.for market and In th© latter to r 
putting th© wb#*nt forward under fav¬ 
orable conditions. 

Corn does not have to contend with n 
pressure of grain on the market, hence 
it* losses for the week were largely 
sympathetic. There was some Increase 
In storks, but these in all positions 
are only 3,490,000 bushels In excess of 
last year’s. Following upon «n esti¬ 
mated total yield of 2.700.000,000 bushels 
in 1903. these figures are most sig¬ 
nificant of the growing demand for this 
cereal. There have been four immense 
crops now. and the grain keeps well 
cleared up from year to year. This 
year we have the free alcohol taw to 
figure on. In addition to the usual chan¬ 
nels of consumption.

The weather is a bit too cool for 
the season, but corn Is not suffering. 
A large percentage of th© crop has been 
"laid by" for the season, nnd nature 
will b© allowed to do Ihe rest. While 
the outlook Is good now, the critical 
period for corn Is yet to pass. After 
*h© possible ravages by worms comes 
the chance of drouth. It M©ems likely, 
however, that nothing but n widespread 
calamity will prevent the harvesting 
of upward of 2,000,000.000 bushels of 
corn, and if present conditions continue 
to the end of the growing ond ma¬ 
turing season, sans drouth and sans 
premature frost, a yield of 2 , 300 . 000.000 
bushels is reasonable to expect.

But whrthar this liquidation 
lias gone for enough is a question On 
which there Is cun **d ©ruble diversity of 
opinion. Money rates and Investment 
yields must be on a tttmmon basis, and 
whether this Unsis has been reached It Is 
not *Msy to Judge. The half-year tuavy 
disbursement period pooped over without 
unrobing more Chan a rise in call money 
rates to 6 pec coat, on Tuesday. Yester¬ 
day the rata hod dec Hard to 2ty. Easy 
condition* are expected to prevail In tha 
money market until the crop-moving sea¬ 
son sets in, about the middle of August. 
It is said that the Western bunks are In 
splcndkl sluips and will m«d lees Eastern 
money during Uxs crop-moving season 
ihan heretofore. Improvement is expensed 
to oom« to the money market through 
gold imports from the Khmdiko and pos¬ 
sibly from Australia and through an ex- 
pa nad o n of tho eurrenoy. made possible 
by tha Issue of Panama canal bonds and 
other Government financing. 

However, against thrne things making 
tor easier money are continued heavy ml 
estate speculation, unparalleled commer¬ 
cial prosperity and the enormous needs 
of now* capital by ns 11 roods and corpora¬ 
te#. According to the Journal of Com¬ 
merce the Issue of new securities during 
tho past six months amounted to $827. »OX- 
U». of wtdeh Maa.ftJ».(U) were bonds and 
22lA.OUO.4Xsi stocks, tkrvce the placing by 
the Dennsyl’ ante loan In Paris other 
roads have been negotiating with Paris 
bankers, but so far no announcement has 
been made of further assistance from 
that quarter. 

General conditions remain ©xreileait. 
Crop prospects get better and better and 
Industrial and commercial activity reveal 
vigorous strength. Winter wheat harvest¬ 
ing nnd threshing hns been favored by 
fine weather. The yields ore larger than 
exported and of high grade. Bpring wheat 
Is In good shape, but needs warm. I/right 
*tea4h#r.. There has bean plenty of tmHst- 
ure fur corn, which promises & bumper 
yield. OhU and hay have improved. Cot¬ 
ton la doing finely In tho Western half 
of tho belt. The crops am clean and freo 
frum Insects. In South Carolina and 
Georgia thtfs Is too much grass, duo to 
oxcr*Bive ralna. Tho yield promise* to 
be largo. ^ 

Railway earnings continue vary heavy, 
the indicated gain in gross receipts for 
June, us compared with the same month 
a year ago being no loss than 14 per coat. 
Failures for the half year were cloee down 
to the minimum, being 7 4 per cent, fowor 
than a year ago. while liabilities were 6.7 
per cent, smaller than lust year. ftu

The Abuse of White. 

It is known of all men that Harry 
Thaw shot down Stanford White with¬ 
out the shadow* of legal Justification. 
What grievances of another sort he 
may have had Is not so well known, 
and they are not material to a fair 
trial of his case. 

But the Thaws have millions to try 
to save Hurry. These efforts early 
took tha form of holding up Stanford 
White as an awful example or a bad 
man. Hired liars eagerly rushed into 
print to blacken big character. The 
Courier-Journal lisa no brief to defend 
him. He may hav# b*y?n a bad man. 
In spite of the fact that his numerous 
friends thought otherwise. But It la 
to bo remarked that, so far, not on© 
of the charges made against him has 
been found to be supported. If there 
Is any evidence except that of suborn¬ 
ed witneme to establish them, it has 
been carefully kept from the public. 

Thaw is legally presumed to be In¬ 
nocent, though he Is known to have 
thot down White in cold blood. But 
•omehow White seems to be presumed 
to be guilty, though nobody who per¬ 
sonally knows anything against him 
has opened his mouth. It is highly 
necessary to make allowance for the 
Stories that Thaw personally put In 


circulation, or hired otheys to circu¬ 
late. White Is dead, but he Is at least 
entitled to the presumption of Inno¬ 
cence which attaches to his slayer. 


Postal Deficits. 

Mr. Wllmer Atkinson, of Philadelphia, 
sends out a booklet with the title of 
"Job Jobson No. 2.” tho object of w hich 
1* to show* thaf the annually recurring 
deficits in the Postal revenue are not 
due to the low* price at which second- 
class matter is carried. On the con¬ 
trary. he maintains that newspapers 
are the fountain source of Postal reve¬ 
nue. 

Mr. Atkinson says that an organlxa- 

tlon of business men is working for oac¬ 
cent postage, and It seems to bo Its 
purpose to have but two classes of mall 
matter—sealed letters and postal cards 
In one class, and in Ihe other, all sorts 
of printed matter. The object Is to make 
letters pay one-half the present rate and 
to make newspapers pay eight times 
as much. To bolster up ihls course. It 
Is published that newspapers are get¬ 
ting about 610rt.000.000 worth of trans¬ 
portation for less than 66 . 000 . 000 . 
In other words the postal deficit 
Is due to ihe wicked publishers, who are 
getting something for nothing. This 
argument Is supported by various quo¬ 
tations from declarations made by 
post-office authorities. 

Tho postal deficit, says Mr. Atkinson. 
Is a matter of bookkeeping. In other 
words, the books are kept so as to show 
a deficit, but there Is none. All skillful 
bookkeepers know well enough that books 
can be kept In such a way as to seem 
to show on the face, any result desired. 
Tho details of this method would, of 
course, show the fallacy that lurka be¬ 
hind the figures, but the intent Is that 
the details shall not be known. The 
books of the Post-office Department 
certainly show a deficit, but why? Be¬ 
cause they take no account of the enor¬ 
mous cost of tho Government business. 
Under the free mall system, the Post- 
office Department Incurs expense for 
carrying mail-matter for all the other 
departments aa well as for Itself. 

Tho Legislative Department also en¬ 
joys the franking privilege. It costs the 
Post-office Department Immense sums 
to carry this free mall-matter, but It 
gets no credit for It on the books. Hence 
it may be freely Inferred that the whole 
Postal deficit is caused by the cost 
of carrying the Government mall, and 
that a proper price for this service 
would much more than cover the deficit. 
That Is to say that there Is actually no 
deficit at all; that It Is a matter of 
bookkeeping, and that the Government 
In paying this deficit, so called, does not 
even pay for its own service, but 
throws a part of It on those who pay 
for carrying the matter which they de¬ 
posit in the malls. It would be an In¬ 
teresting inquiry, how much the Post- 
office Department would expend If It 
transacted the Government business 
alone as completely as It now does. The 
annual cost would not be so much, per¬ 
haps as It now* Is, but It would be many 
times the amount of the present so- 
called deficit. 

The Agricultural Department also 
sent out during the year 628 reports, 
or two for every' working duy. They 
went free. They contained matter that 
Is to be presumed to be important for 
the farmers to know. But herw many 
farmers see them? The matter In 
them is copied by the newujiepera, 
which reach many more farmers than 
those who read the official reporta 
Yet, while the papers go out once a 
week, tw’lce a week, or at most once 
a day, the reports go out twice a day 
for every working day. Instead of com¬ 
plaining of this Government competi¬ 
tion with private enterprise, the pa¬ 
pers aid the Government ail they can. 
and their power Is Immense In diffus¬ 
ing this useful Information. Besides, 
the papers pay much more for first- 
class and third-class matter than the 
average patron of the post-office. 

It Is pretended by many that the 
newspapers get the benefit of the low’ 
rate of postage they pay. The fact is 
that the newspaper patrons fbrmerly 
paid the jiostage. Afterward, when the 
postage was required to be paid In ad¬ 
vance. a sum was added to the sub¬ 
scription price for postage. Finally, 
after the low rates were given, the 
newspapers assumed the postage and 
relieved tho subscriber. This simple 
history, well known to all older peo¬ 
ple, shows that It Is not the newspa¬ 
pers, but their patrons, that have 
profited by the low rates of postage— 
the same people to whom the post- 
office sends free tho able speeches of 
statesmen nnd the disquisitions of 
learned men on Insects, the lungunges 
spoken by tha Filipinos and the Amer¬ 
ican Indians, and a great variety of 
other matter that Is never read except 
by the proofreader, who Is paid a high 
price for his arduous labors In that be¬ 
half. 

We may fairly Infer from these 
premises that the post-office deficit U 
fictitious, or factitious, and that the 
attempt to put ft upon publishers is 
fostered by an artful manipulation of 
figures, and by the suppression of facts 
essential to the proper understanding 
of the subject. 


Proposed New Waterways. 

The pueeugo by Congress of the bill 
empowering a cotnpany to construct a 
canal from Lake Erie to Pittsburg has 
given increased Impetus to Use move¬ 
ment In fuvor of a deep waterway 
from Lake Michigan to the Quif of 
Mexico. The first project. If carried 
out to completion, will be of Inestim¬ 
able value to Pittsburg and the mineral 
regions of Western Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia Under present condi¬ 
tions there Is already a large volume 
of commerce between these sections 
and the hikes In the transportation by 
rail from Pittsburg of the coals from 
the tw*o States to the lakes—coal for 
the use of furnace* along the lakes and 
Canada with a return freightage of 


ores from the Lake Michigan mines to 
the furnaces on the head waters of 
tho Ohio. The cheaper freights which 
the prop -**>d canal will afford for both 
commodities will cause a corresi ending 
increase of trade, not only to the point* 
on the Ohio In the vicinity of the ter¬ 
minus of the canal, but also to those 
along the Ohio for an Indefinite dis¬ 
tance. 

The project of such a canal attract© 1 
the attention of thoughtful minds more 
than a century ago. But then it was In 
view of the trade which would spring 
up with the East. It wns the subject 
of correspondence between Washington 
and Jefferson before the formation of 
the present Government, and the con¬ 
struction of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
and the Janies river canals had In view* 
their extension to Pittsburg nnd the 
construction of a canal thence to Like 
Erie substantially as now proposed. 
The great expense of constructing 
these}' waterways across the Alb*gha- 
nies and the subsequent inauguration 
of railroads led to their suspension 
before completion, for more than 
half the distance, and the trade and 
travel which were suggest4»d then have 
since been carried by the railroads. 

But now, as In Europe, where for a 
time It was thought that railroads 
would supersede the use of canals, 
a revival In their construction has 
taken place owing to the cheaper 
rate for freights which they offered, 
and, while the canal milonge In Europe 
has shown a steady Increase for a 
number of years, there Is a similar 
trend of commercial enterprise In this 
country. For some years the Erie 
canal, after having been the chief fac¬ 
tor In giving to Now York City tho Im¬ 
petus which made It the commercial 
emporium of America, has become of 
comparatively annul value from Its 
contracted dimensions, as a waterway. 
But latterly Its importance as a chan¬ 
nel of commerce has been realized and 
the State of Now York has appropri¬ 
ated $ 100 , 000,000 for deepening It to 
twelve foot and making it navigable 
for boats of 1.000 tons. 

It was this movement which stim¬ 
ulated the thinking men of Pittsburg 
to counteract such a diversion of the 
trade of the lakes eastward by a 
scheme which hns culminated In the in¬ 
corporation of a company to build a 
canal from that point to Lake Eria. 
It has not as Us object tbo original 
design of Washington and Jefferson, 
looking to a continued waterway from 
tho Ohio to the Virginia tidewater, but 
to the upbuilding of Pittsburg and tho 
Western and Southern trade. The deep¬ 
ening of the Ohio river channel, tuken 
In connection with the proposed canal, 
would point to Nc4 Orleans as the 
seaport where the commerce of tho 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys would have* 
its outlet. As this idea has developed 
and come to be looked upon as not only 
a possibility but a foregone conclusion, 
needing but a comparatively few* years 
for realisation, it bus created a desire 
on the part of Chicago to promote her 
Interests by a similar improvement 

This consists in the construction of 
a deep waterway from Chicago to the 
Gulf, for the promotion of which the 
Chicago Commercial Association is ac¬ 
tively at work, as shown by a report 
recently published, after three months 
of thorough Investigation. In it confi¬ 
dence is expressed that the proposed 
work will be of immense benefit to 
the entire country, and that it will 
bring millions of dollars of commerce 
from 8outh America and other trop¬ 
ical countries. The connecting link be¬ 
tween Lake Mlcblcan and the Mlp- 
lsslppl river will be 323 miles, and will 
run, with few engineering difficulties, 
from the drainage canal through tho 
Deaplalnea and Illinois rivers to Ihe 
Mississippi. The fall in the distance 
Is 171 feet, with a maximum depth of 
water varying from 14 to 22 feet, and 
the estimated cost Is 627.000.000. The 
trustees propose to turn over to the 
United States Government the canal 
which has cost the city 660.000,000, and 
Involving an additional expense of 66,- 
000 , 000 . if the Government will complete 
the canal to St. Louis. Evidently the 
movement is assuming a definite shape. 
To Louisville, while not apparently of 
as much Importance as the proposed 
canal between Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie, it Is of great ultimate concern. 
Whatever contributes to the develop¬ 
ment of the commerce of the West will 
promote the growth and commercial 
progress of our city and State. It will 
Insure Increased facilities for water 
transportation between here and New 
Orleans, a greater demand for our 
products and expansion of our com¬ 
merce and manufactures. To both 
Pittsburg and Chicago, therefore. Lou¬ 
isville wishes the fullest success In the 
•peeedy realization ot their expecta¬ 
tions. ^

An institutional church of 
modern and progretMivc type, | 
soon will bo tho result of tho movement 
to bring about the combination of the 
Chestnut-street and the Walnut-street 
Methodist Episcopal churches, boutli. 
Bishop Eugrtio R Hendrix, wiio will pre¬ 
side at the coming session ot the Lou¬ 
isville conference, was in the city a tow 
days ago and had the project laid be¬ 
fore him In ali Its details, giving it his 
approval. Tho mevtlng. which was at¬ 
tend'd by the ministers and officers of 
tho affected churches, was rather Infor¬ 
mal. but It la believed that tho plans 
outlined will be approved by the congre 
gxu Iona. 

Acci/rdlng to the plans now being con¬ 
sidered tho two church properties, one 
oil Chestnut at root between Eighth and 
Ninth streets and the other at tho a&uih- 
w*e«t corner of the intersection of Fifth 
and Walnut streets, will be disposed of 
and another site in the downtown dis¬ 
trict purchased for the erection of an 
Institutional church. The Choetnut-atroot 
property probably will be sold to Mine 
oilier denomination desiring a house of 
wor&hlp In that locality. Tho Walnut* 
street property has enhanced In value 
on account of the rapid growth of 
the business district. Adjacent prop¬ 
erty on both sides of Walnut street luts 
shown a decided advance and it Is be¬ 
lieved tlMSt a desirable price can be se¬ 
cured for It. 

It has been said that tho School Board 
wishes to obtain tho property. No n©- 
gjtlaXi on* have been opened between the 
board and tho officers of the church, bui 
one in authority said kite night that It 
had been Intimated that the board might 
acqulrc*the property. 

The Walnut-street church, with which 
the other will bo merged, has acquired the 
title of the "downtown church." and Us 
pastor, the Rev. T. R. Kendall, already 
has begun the introduction of Institutional 
features, lie mnkeA a strong endeavor to 
reach the nonchurch-going public of the 
congested district and the transient pop¬ 
ulation. The matter of location of the n«*w 
church has not yet received much consid 
© nit Ion. as the margin* of the two congre¬ 
gations Is the paramount subject. By 
whut steps tills will be done has not yot 

^been determined exactly. 

• • • 

Bishop May Effect Union. 

"A very simple and perfectly legal way 
would be for the bishop by official act to 
appoint a minister at conference as pastor 
of the two churches." said & prominent 
churchman, "and by simply falling to 
make any provision for the Chestnut- 
street church, and appointing one minister 
to serve the combined churches. Such a 
course Is clearly his prerogative. But. of 
course, he would do so only as the result 
of the advice and wishes of a majority of 
the two congregations. 

"These two churches are only about 
four squares apart, and both have been 
greatly weakened by the establishment of 
churches and missions in other parts of 
the city. I think that the change will be 
made at the coming conference, but how 
soon the plans for buying property and 
building a new church will materialise la 
a difficult question. It 4 ill depend. I am 
sure, to a great extent on the disposal of 
the present church property.' 

Tlie Rev. W. B. Rieka, pastor of tha 
Chert nut-street church, soon will complete 
Ids third year as minister of that church, 
and the Rev. Dr. Kendall tu the same 
tin* will oompltSe his second year at the 
Walnut-Street church. How the merger 
will affect tho two ministers bus not yot 
been Intimated. It has been suggratrd 
Chat they might serve oa Joint pastors 
until Dr. Ricks’ time expires or he might 
be given some other charge by the bish¬ 
op. There Is a possibility of his remov¬ 
ing to some other conference on aocoutit 
of the health of ills family. B« is O o« 
of the strongest young men In the ohuroh, 
and a number of lending churches have 
asked for him since he has been la Louis¬ 
ville.

Many Features Planned. 

The plan for the new* church Is far- 
reaching In 1U scope and embraces such 
features as have distinguished the Met¬ 
ropolitan church of Now York nnd the 
Church Commons of Chicago.

The 
Louisville ctrawh Is expected to be mod¬ 
ern In every w*a>\ It meutufdly will hnve 
reading rooms, club rooms, on auditorium 
for general discussion and for popular 
lectures; a lycetim course, baths, gyrn- 
lutsfurn and oktssra of Instruction In all 
forms of 4kitn«rtic science, such as cook¬ 
ing and sewing, as well os manual train¬ 
ing f«atures. U will be made as attract¬ 
ive us possible to every member of a 
family, and In Its complete working order 
there will be situ* special feature every 
day *n the week at the church buikttug 
so se to attract Its member* and visitors. 

Inst i uk lot ml features are already In 
vogue In sottte other churches in this city, 
nottvbiy at TrinMy Met*r.xl!st church, at 
Third avenue and Guthrie street, but this 
will be the first effort to build u com¬ 
plete Institutional chutv'h. Tbo action of 
the bishop will l>* awaitud with intvrrai 
;by the members of tin; two congregation*, 
but it is not believed ttuit any decided 
opposition to the project will develop.

CHANGE FOR WORSE 


FEARED BY FRIENDS OF THE 
HON. BOYD WINCHESTER. 


Condition Not 8o G6od nnd Some Ap¬ 
prehension Now Expressed. 


Frankfort. Ky., July 8.—(Special.]— 
Under the construction placed by At¬ 
torney General Hays upon the several 
paragraphs of the rectifiers’ tax law 
adopted ut the special session of the 
General Assembly, persons and com¬ 
panies engaged in that business will 
have to make report at this time only 
for the five days’ output, from June 1’6 
to June 30. both Inclusive. Instead of 
for the six months ending June 80. 
Thu law went Into effect on June 26 
lust, and Btate Auditor Hager con¬ 
strued the statute to mean that the re¬ 
port due four days later should cover 
the six months then ended. Borne ques¬ 
tions being raised, he referred the mat¬ 
ter to the Attorney General. The Au¬ 
ditor bus accepted the construction 
wit hoot further question, and to-day 
began to send out notices to the recti¬ 
fiers to make their reports. 

Section 2 of the act provides; 

"It shall be the duty of each cor¬ 
poration. association, compnny, co¬ 
partnership or Individual engaged In 
this State In the business or occupation 
of compounding, rectifying, adulterat¬ 
ing or blending distilled spirits, Jcnown 
and designated as single-stamp spirits, 
to make and deliver to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts, on the thirtieth day of 
June. 1906. or within ten duys there¬ 
after, nnd at the end of each 
six months thereafter, a report, 
sworn to, upon blanks to he 
furnished by the Auditor, stating 
the name, place of business and the 
number of wine gallons of impounded, 
rectified. Adulterated or blended dis¬ 
tilled spirits, known and designated ns 
single-stamp spirits, made during the 
six months then ended, and such other 
Information as the Auditor may re¬ 
quire. and at the same time pay Into 
the State Treasury, through the Au¬ 
ditor, the amount of taxes due tho 
State, as herein provided, imposed by 
the lust preceding section." 

The tax provided In the preceding 
section of the act is one and one-fourth 
cents per wine gallon, and by some It 
was construed that the rectifiers should 
pay on the spirits rectified during the 
six months ending June 30. This w*as 
the Auditor’s construction of the new 
law. but he determined to-dny to ac¬ 
cept the construction of Oen. Hays. 
The opinion was a verbal one.

Lawrence Maxwell, of Cincinnati, and 
Walter Harkins, of Floyd county, to¬ 
day filed In the office of the Clerk of 
the Court of Appeal# nineteen case* 
on appeal from Judgment of the Pike 
Circuit Court.

FOUR LIVES PAY PENALTY 
OF ENGINEER S MISTAKE 


Head-End Collision of Freight Trains 
in Tennessee. 


Had It not been for the timely appear¬ 
ance of the excursion steamer Bonanza 
eighteen well-known Louisville people, tho 
guests of Pinkney Yarble on the towboat 
Aubrey, probably wvuld have paas«*l 
through a trying experience Baturda* 
night, which might have Included the 
passing of s night without shelter on 
Eighteen-mile Island, located alx>ut eight, 
ecu miles above Louisville, with a few 
ftKhsrmen's shanties scattered over Its 
area. As ll was the members of the par 
ty were dismayed at their prospects of 
*l«mdtng a night on the Island, more 
particularly on account of the anxiety 
that their absence might occasion among 
their families and friends, and It was 
not until the Bonanza, which was re¬ 
turning to Louisville with an axeurslon, 
was sighted that their spirit* rose to their 
normal condition. 

In accordance with Mr. Yarble’s annual 
custom of taking several of his friends 
and neighbors for a day’s outing on the 
river n party of eighteen guests aud P. 
A. Donaldson, superintendent of the C. 
Jutte Company, left Louisville with Mr. 
Varble on the tow*bout Aubrey Saturday 
afternoon and proceeded up the river to 
Ktghtcen-mlle Island. The trip to the 
Island was uneventful, the delightful 
weather and the scenic beauties of the 
Ohio serving to put the party in the best 
of spirits. On the arrival nt the Island a 
ph ntc lunch w as served and aeveral 
hours were spent <n exploration. 

About 8:30 o'clock Mr. Varble and his 
guests embarked on the boat for the re¬ 
turn trip to Louisville. In bucking Into 
the stream the swift current swung the 
towboat's bow In such a position that It 
struck a rock several feet below the 
surface of the water, causing a small hole 
to be made In the hull, through which 
tho water entered rapidly. The vessel was 
but a boat's length from the Island and as 
the Inrush of water caused her to settle 
at the bow the passengers moved to the 
stern. Boon the lower deck and cabin 
became flooded and the passengers were 
obliged to seek safety on the upper dek. 

In the meantime l*apt. Daugfn-rty hud 
rung for a reversal of the engine. The 
biKU was beached stern first on the isl¬ 
and. where the passenger* disembarked. 
An antcmpt was made to secure a small 
boat to crow to the Indiana shore for 
tlpurpose of establishing. If possible, 
telephone communication with Louis¬ 
ville. • 

After a wait of an hour and a half 
the excursionist* were gladdened by the 
sight of a steamer’s lights and the sounds 
of mush? were wafted over the water 
to them. As the vessel neared the ishuid 
the members of the stranded party put 
their lungs to full use. shouting and call¬ 
ing with might and main until the at¬ 
tention t*t Hhe steamer's pilot was at¬ 
tracted. The steamer m*ae the Bonanza, 
returning to Louisville with a merry 
party of excursion ists. and when the dis¬ 
tress signal* from the Island were heard 
the engine was stopped. On learning of 
the plight of Mr. Varble and hi# guests, 
-two snuUl boats were manned and they 
were taken aboard ttis Bonanza and 
brought to I»ulrv1lle. 

Mr Varble mode arrangements where¬ 
by another towboat was sent to the 
Island yesterday morning, when the 
hull of the Aubrey was pumped out and 
the vessel raised. Tthe Aubrey wae towed 
back to Loafcgrnt© In the afternoon.

HEROIC AGE NOT PASSED. 

Dr. Carter Helm Jones Discourses 
on Individuality. 

“Be thyself’ wa* the koynote of Dr. 
Carter Helm Jones' sermon. ’’The Epic of 
the Sling,’ the third in a series of four 
entitled “Scene# from the Life Dramas of 
Young Men’’ at the Broadway Baptlat 
church last night. 

Dr. Jones drew on attractive parallel 
between tho slaying of the giant Goliath 
by the shepherd David and the overcom¬ 
ing of evil Influence by force of will and 
individuality, deploring the tendency of 
the age to obliterate welf. “The Epic or 
the aTlng,” he said, “is the Epic of In¬ 
dividuality,” applying to all age* and all 
peoples, and enjoined young men to hurl 
themselves like David’s *tone against all 
©vll and go to meet every temptation and 
obstacle of life clothed, like David. In the 
invulnerable armor of Individuality. “The 
age of heroes 1* not passed.’’ he affirmed, 
“and the hero of to-day Is the individ¬ 
ualist. Concentrated Individuality Is tho 
greatest triumph of heroism. Our civilisa¬ 
tion Is machlne-Uke, Inducing a tendency 
to long for the unattainable, and our 
times the day of predigested mental 
foods."
